Mexico City, Aug. 18 — (NC) — Communists in Latin 
American nations have been urged to undertake an immedi- 
ate campaign in an effort to discredit His Holiness Pope 
Pius XII and the Catholic clergy as “enemies and exploiters 
of workers and of those who believe in them,” according 
to a propaganda document from the Communist Party of Re-

My dear Flock: 


Mara K. Lenigan tells how she 
became interested in the Catho- 
lic religion in the following 
words:

The 
priest nodded and smiled as he 
went by. In back of him at his 
heels was the strutting child. He 
was going in for it, fairly intent 
upon his lesson. But this little per- 
gon had a sense of humor; he made 
a grimace as he went by. Out of 
the corner of his eye, the priest 
saw it. He just smiled. They went 
on and disappeared through the 
door by which they had entered 
the church. 

“It was very apparent that be- 
tween the iest and his little 
follower thei was a bond repre- 
sentative of that understanding 
friendship that exists between 
priest and the laity.

“They (the Pope and priests) 
are the eternal misleaders,” the 
document states, “who likewise 
speculate in war, hunger and the 
poverty of all peoples.” 


In addition to propaganda in- 
structions from the Community 
Party in Italy, it has been dis- 
closed here that other inStructions 
have come to Mexican Reds from 
France, Czechoslovakia, Yugoslavia 
and other nations. The propaganda 
document from Italy urges the 
Mexican communists to distribute 
it to the other Latin American 
nations. 


The Red propaganda has begun 
to flood into Mexico at a time when 
there is increasing activity on the 
part of anti-communist organiza- 
tions, chief among which are the 
Depurada (Purified) Confedera- 
tion of Mexican Workers and the 
Mexican Revolutionary Associa- 
tion. 


The Depurada currently is striv- 
ing to organize a continental anti- 
communism congress and already 
has issued invitations to workers’ 
organizations In all parts of the 
Americas to achieve this aim. 


The Mexican Revolutionary As- 
sociation, popularly known as Los 
Dorados (The Gilded Ones) fre- 
quently holds anti-communist meet- 
ings in different sections of this 
city and the Federal District. In- 
variably at these meetings, the 
speakers insist on the necessfty of 
being alert against sovietizing ac- 
tivities being carried on in Mexico 
and argue that communists should 
be expelled from holding places in 
the government. A national pro- 
hibition of the Communist Party 
also has been advocated. 


The propaganda document re- 
ceived by Mexican Reds from the 
Italian communists emphasizes 
seven points. The point covering 
the campaign against the Pope and 
the Catholic clergy is the last men- 
tioned. The others are: 


“1. The imperialists do not 
slacken their hostilities against the 
U.S.S.R.; they make use of all sorts 
of adverse propaganda and pre- 
pare a fitting background to de- 
clare war on Russia as-soon as it 
is possible and to do away with 
international communism and the 
achievements of workers. 

“2. Capital is attacking the pro- 
letariat of the world, in order to 
make them lose their conquests and 
to bring them back to the age of

The Old And The New 


Oriental Schismatic 
Churches Without 
Spiritual Leaders 


HE Oriental Schismatic Churches, which form | 
so large a part of Eastern Christendom, and | 
run side by side with the Catholic Church in all) 
the Eastern regions, was thus divided at the time | 
of the first world war: First, into the Church of | 
the Russian Empire; secondly, into that within | 
the Turkish Empire, with Constantinople as capi- | 
tal; thirdly, into the Church of the kingdom of | 
Greece. | 
This division must be fully kept in mind, | 
writes Dr. J. O’Brien, of St. Mary’s College, 
Emmitsburg, Maryland, for numberless mistakes 
are made for want of due attention to it. Dr. 
O’Brien further observes: “All these churches 
are wholly independent of one another, in tem- 
porals as well as spirituals; and that they hold 
no intercommunion whatever, unless in so far 
as common charity or civility would dictate. The 
Church of the Russian Empire, at one time under 
the immediate control of the Archbishop of 
Moscow, and subsequently ruled by a patriarch, 
was at the sole mercy of the “Holy Synod of St. 
Petersburg,” and, though it would scorn to avow 
it, is to all intents and purposes a tool in the 
hands of the Czar, for without his sanction no 
changes in the existing order of things can be 
made—not even a council may be convoked with- 
out first humbly asking his permission. This 
church uses the same liturgies and ceremonies as 
the Greek Church, and agrees with it in every 
point of discipline, save that it says Mass in the 
Slavonic language.” 

The Church within the Turkish Empire was 
made up of the four Patriarchates of Constan- 
tinople, Alexandria, Antioch and Jerusalem. Con- 
stantinople, the headquarters of the Ottoman 
Empire, was also the chief patriarchal seat and 
rejoiced in the proud title of ‘New Rome.’ The 
Sultan was virtually the head of this church. 
Of so vast an extent is this division of the 
Eastern Church that it included within its juris-

In 
the American credo, these are un- 
changing basic truths. 


United States’ Unusual 
Political Philosophy 


Four postulates give the United 
States the most unusual political 
philosophy the world has ever 
known. They are: first, a recogni- 
tion of God the Creator; second, 
the acknowledgment of the natural 
law, which has its source in God 
the Supreme Lawgiver; third, a 
recognition of natural rights flow- 
ing from that law; and, fourth, the 
acknowledgment of the inherent 
dignity and integrity of man be- 
cause of these God-given natural 
rights.

To Contemplate Marys Assumption 
And Crowning As Queen Of Heaven

ODAY, on the 15th of August, the Universal Church com- 
memorates and celebrates the Assumption of the Blessed 
Virgin Mary, the mother of our Lord and Savior Jesus Christ. 
It is proper that we pause on this day to contemplate the 
great event when our Blessed Lady was taken up into Heaven, 
be¢dy and soul, and crowned Queen of Angels and Saints. Let 


Gs be glad and rejoice and be con-?- 


soled: Let us congratulate her, and 
let us thank the Almighty and 
Eternal God for showering His 
highest graces, blessings and 
honors on the Immaculate. Virgin 
who was chosen to bear His Be- 
loved Son. 

Who was this wondrous crea- 
ture, most blessed among women? 
A humble Hebrew lady, the “hand- 
maid of the Lord” as she called 
herself. The Holy Gospels con- 
tain very little about her life; The 
last words are those that tell us 
that she stood by the Cross of her 
dying Glorious Son. 

In recent years there has been 
brought out a most interesting and 
valuable work entitled “City of 
God,” originally written in the 
17th century by the Ven. Mother 
Mary of Jesus. Superioress of the 
Franciscan Convent at Agreda, 
Spain. According to this book, our 
Blessed Lady died at the age of 
70 years less 26 days, on the 13th 
of August, and describes her entry 
into Heaven as follows: 

“Our Divine Savior’ entered 
Heaven conducting the most pure 
soul of His Mother at His right 
hand, and presenting her before 
the throne of the Divinity, spoke 
to the Eternal Father, ‘My most 
beloved Mother, Thy. beloved 
Daughter and the _ cherished 
Spouse of the Holy Spirit, now 
comes to take possession of the 
crown and glory which We have 
prepared as a reward for her 
merit. She is the one who was 
born as the rose among thorns, 
untouched, pure and beautiful, 
worthy of being embraced by Us 
and of being placed upon a throne 
to which none of our creatures can 
ever attain, and to which those 
conceived in sin cannot aspire. 
This is Our chosen and Our only 
one, distinguished above all else, 
to whom We communicated Our 
grace and Our perfections beyond 
the measure accorded to other 
creatures; in whom We have de- 
posited the treasure of Our in- 
comprehensible Divinity and Its 
gifts; who most faithfully pre- 


served and made fruitful the 
talents which We gave her; who 
never swerved from Our will, and 
who found grace and pleasure in 
our eyes, ~ 

“*‘My Father, most equitous is 
the tribunal of Our justice and 
mercy, and in it the services of 
Our friends are repaid in the most 
superabundant manner. It is right 
that to My Mother be given the 
reward of a mother; and if during 
her whole life and in all her works 
she was as like to Me as is pos- 
sible for a creature to be, let her 
also be as like to Me in glory and 
on the throne of Our Majesty, so 
that where holiness is in essence, 
there it may also be found in its 
highest participation.’ 

“This decree of the Incarnate 
Word was approved by the Father 
and the Holy Spirit. The most 
holy soul of Mary was immedi- 
ately raised to the right hand of 
her Son and true God, and placed 
on the royal throne of the Most 
Holy Trinity. 

“On the third day after the most 
pure soul of Mary had taken pos- 
session of this glory never to 
leave it, the Lord manifested to 
the saints His Divine Will, that 
she should return to the world, re- 
suscitate her sacred body and 
unite herself with it, so that she 
might in body and soul be again 
raised to the right hand of her 
Divine Son without waiting for 
the general resurrection of the 
dead. When the time for this 
wonder had arrived, Christ our 
Savior descended from Heaven, 
bringing with Him at His right 
hand the soul of His Most Bles- 
sed Mother and accompanied by 
many legions of Angels, the Patri- 
archs and ancient Prophets. They 
came to the sepulchre in the valley 
of Josaphat, and all being gather- 
ed in sight of the virginal temple, 
the Lord spoke the following 
words to the saints:

| Holy Father Still Worried 


Evidence that the Holy Father 
is still deeply worried over Arch- 
bishop Stepinac comes from the 
fact that Osservatore Romano, the 
Vatican newspaper, came at once 
to the churchman’s defense against 
the slanders of Kosanovie in 
Washington. 
| That newspaper pointed out im- 
‘mediately that Tito did not begin 
persecuting Catholics until they 
'had.seen and started protesting 
the ‘de-Christianization of their 
land. Catholics over there were 
delighted with their liberation, 
until they saw that it meant the 
commencing of anti-Christian ac- 
tivities, 

If he had accepted the “liber- 
ation” even at the price of de- 
Christianization, says Osservatore, 
‘the Archbishop’s trial would never 
have taken place. Until the heroic 
prelate stood up—as was his duty 
in the defense of religion, he 
was invited to stand beside the 
Yugoslav and Russian liberators, 
“as photographs we have publish- 
‘ed show,” and was accused of 


‘crimes against his country only 
when he would not remain silent 
regarding crimes committed 
against his Church. 

Refering to the charge of po- 
litical activity on the part of Croa- 
tian priests and bishops, Osser- 
vatore says that: “It is sufficient, 
according to the present custom of 
using, or rather abusing, words, to 
declare that religious activity in 
defense of the liberty and the 
rights of the Church, of human 
conscience, of religious teaching in 
'the schools, and of Christian 
‘morals, is political activity. 


| The Stooges Reports Now

Reports from the seven Pro- 
_testant stooges. are starting to

ministers are “deeply impressed 
by the fact that, despite the be- 
havior of certain Church leaders 
and indivdual priests, there exists 
in Yugoslavia a wide tolerance 
toward religious worship and the 
churches.”

The 
much awaited “Peace” has not 
healed the deep wounds left by the 
War, nor has our continual strug- 
gle been able to soften our suff- 
erings. 

“Besides great losses we have 
had to bear heaven’s punishment, 
and to undergo a terrible drought 
Which has left our rich Moldavian 
fields bare deserts. This drought 
has unmercifully taken .the lives 
of animals and human beings. In 
the North of Moldavia where 
everythiag is consumed by sun, 
the population is starving. Some 
of the children have been taken 
to neighbouring areas, slightly bet- 
ter off, but winter is very near 
and everyone of us thinks with 
horror of the shorteoming suffer- 
ings which are our lot. Daily we 
can alregdy see corpses lying in 
the streets, and we know by the 
look of these skeletons that they 
have died)fron’ hunger. 

“In small: decrepit homes whole 
families wi@h 5 and 6 children, 
just die for lack of food and the 
Survivors are unable to recover. 
New-born babies come into this 
world with soft bones, and often 
contract life-long illnesses.

Aquinas Of Rochester, N. Y.

High school football was abolished in Rochester in 1911, but | 
Aquinas reinstated the sport in 1932 and the public schools fol- 
lowed gin 1940. Johnny Sullivan, former University of Rochester 
coach, was the first head coach at Aquinas. Because there were no 
other high school teams in Rochester, Aquinas was forced to play 
out-of-town opponents and generally wound up with a winning 
record. Sullivan’s teams played old fashioned football, following a 
set pattern which did not call for any fireworks or razzle dazzle of 
any kind, and the team began to lose patronage. Sullivan, how- 
ever, remained at the helm during the war years, doing his best 
and winning a fair share of his games. With the war’s end, Aquinas 
employed Wright, who had been a lieutenant in the marine corps, 
and in his first season last year, Wright’s team won five games, lost 
two and tied one. He installed the T-formation style of attack—a 
difficult chore for high school boys to handle—opened up the game, 
and put on such an entertaining show that Aquinas suddenly began 
to draw such large crowds that Aquinas authorities were forced to 
lease Red Wing Stadium, the International League ball park, as 
their home grounds. At the season’s close, Aquinas had played to 
a total paid attendance of 63,000. 


This year all of Aquinas’ games will be played at home, and all in 
Red Wing Stadium on Sunday afternoons. Opponents will include 
Cathedral High of Erie, Pa.; Canisius of Buffalo, Catholic Central of 
Detroit, Boys Town of Nebraska, and St. James of Texas. If Coach

Reason alone 
is not sufficient to enable me to 
embrace all that God has revealed 
but it does tell me that the accept- 
ance of the proposed doctrine will 
not do violence to my intellect: 
reason cannot always make me un- 
derstand the “how” of a truth, but 
it can satisfy my mind that God 
revealed this truth and, therefore, 
it must be so. 

Reason might be said to have 
about the same relation to Divine 
Faith that it has to human love. 
Students accept this comparison 
because practically every one of 
them has had to listen to a friend 
singing the praises of someone 
with whom he was in love, until 
he himself becomes quite anxious 
to meet her. The result of that 
meeting is very apt to be summed 
up by the well-considered opinion: 
“Well, she seems to be a nice girl, 
but I fail to see what he finds to 
rave about.” He fails to see be- 
cause that mysterious thing called 
love is affecting one and not the 
other.

In some cases, all 
that the intellect can do is show 
that the doctrine has certainly 
been revealed by God.

Bishop Haas Addresses 
On Race Relations 
Published As Pamphlet 


New York, Aug. 18.—(NC)—A 
pamphlet, “Catholics, Race, and 
Law,” by Bishop Francis J. Haas 
of Grand Rapids, has been pub- 
lished by the Paulist Press here. 


The pamphlet is a compilation of 
two addresses by the Bishop on 
race relations, one of which was 
delivered in Detroit at the mass 
meeting sponsored by the Cath- 
olic Interracial Council of Detroit 
in September 1946, and the other 
at Lansing, Mich., at a meeting of 
the Michigan Council for Fair Em- 
‘ne gaa Legislation in January 


In his addresses the Bishop de- 
clares that our nation is “a de- 
mocracy founded upon the prin- 
ciple that all men are free and 
equal,” and adds that nevertheless 
“some 14,000,000 persons—one- 
tenth of our American people—are 
living under the shadow of an in- 
Justice totally alien not only to 
the fundamental law of thé land 
but to the fundamental law of 
God.” Declaring that “according to 
divinely-revealed Catholic doctrjne, 
there is but one human race for 
which the Son of God became man 
and founded His Church” and that 
“any concept of ‘minority races’ is 
contrary to the teachings of 
Christ and is pagan,” Bishop Haas 
states that “these fundamental doc- 
trines require that Catholics un- 
dertake individual and organized 
action to make .known and to put 
into operation in. various fields of 
life equal treatment of all hu- 
man beings.” 


Czechs, Slovaks Make 
Pilgrimage To Rome 


Prague, Aug. 18—(NC) — The 
Czech Catholic Women’s Organiza- 
tion of Prague-Dejvice will make 
a pilgrimage to Rome next month 
to present the Holy Father with a 
statue of Blessed Agnes of Bohe- 
mia and petition for her canoniza- 

on. 

Slovak Catholics, totaling 156, 
have just. returned from the first 
Slovak post-war pilgrimage to 
Rome, where they attended the can- 
ger of St. wathexion Laboure.
